At thistime, Mr. Mark Y ates, County Auditor, explained that the current Health Insurance carrier had not
provided satisfactory service to the County regarding the payment of claims, and added that the Insurance Committee
had interviewed six (6) insurance companiesto serve asthe Insurance Administrator. He stated that said companies
were not ahundred percent (100%) compatiblewith the current carrier and recommended that the County should retain
the current carrier on a quarterly basis, in order to extend more time to continue the review process, due to the time
frame of the Insurance Anniversary on May 1, 1997.

Commissioner Cascos expressed concern whether the recommendati on was the consensus of the Committee

Members to retain the current carrier and questioned the time frame.
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Mr. Y atesresponded that an outside consultant was utilized in the assessment of the Proposalsand stated that
the members present could express their point of views if they differed.

Judge Hinojosa clarified that the recommendation of the County Auditor was to retain Anthem Health
Insurance on a quarterly basis and examine if the problems would be corrected, noting his opposition to the
recommendation.

Atthistime, Judge Darrell Hester, 197th District Court, stated that the Anthem Health | nsurance had recently
retained a new Chief Executive Officer and had acknowledged the problems and had presented fair and impressive
commitmentsto improve the service to the County. He added that the carrier had agreed to continue with the County
on a three (3) month basis upon satisfaction of the County and stated that the time would allow the Committee to
review and reconcile the Proposals.

Commissioner Cascos clarified that the understanding was that the Committee was unanimously
recommending the current carrier for ninety (90) days and that the Proposal sreceived were not parallel to the current
carrier, noting that the request of the Insurance Committee should be honored.

Judge Hinojosa expressed his opposition as to the utilization of the outside consultant and the current
insurance carrier and added that the company had made many commitments when they were hired that were not
fulfilled. He stated that the consegquences were severeto the County, if the company was retained, and recommended
that only one (1) quarter should be given to the current carrier, in order to allow the Commissioners Court to schedule
aworkshop to discussthe matter. Judge Hinojosaadded that the Proposal s narrowed down by the Committee should
be presented to the Court to be reviewed for afinal decision.

Commissioner Cascos questioned whether the current provider was on the Ashort listf to be presented to the
Court and the County Auditor responded that the current provider was on the short list. Commissioner Cascos
expressed concern to whether the company would be automatically excluded from the list due to their quality of
service.

Judge Hinojosa proposed that short list be reviewed, with or without the current provider, and that the ninety
(90) day extension be made, in order to schedule the Workshop.
